tuguese in atundy sailing Ships were 

crossing the Atlantic on the spring east 
wind to fish the Grand Banks uff Newfound- 
land, 2,000 miles wway. They fished with 
hook and line, Aled their holds with cod, and 
raced for home before the fierce northern 
winter caught them, 

Fogs, gales, and freezing weather took 
their toll each year, and still the fishermen 
sailed, for cod had come to mean the difference 
between food and hunger in much of southern 
Europe. Salt cod was eaten on Catholic fast 
days and formed part of army rations. 


New Ships, Old Dangers 


Tn the 1950's a fleet of Portuguese sailing 
ships still sets but each spring for the Grand 
Banks, ‘Though time has brought changes in 
the size, shape, and gear of the ships, the 
2,000 hardy fishermen who twan the feet face 
most of the same hazards their ancestors did. 

Early in the spring of 1950 1 shipped out 
with the Portuguese fishing fleet of 32 
vessels in the graceful steel four-master 
built in 1938-39, queen of the banking ships, 
I had arrived in Lisbon (Lisboa) in early 
March, to get a look at the background first, 

‘The sailing vessels, 1 learned, still depend 
mainly on the wind, though they now ha 
Diesel engines to help out when necessary. 
They also have electric lights, steam. heat, and 
refrigeration, Power winches, within the mem- 
ory of some of the older fishermen, have done 
away with the backbreaking job of raising 
and lowering sails and anchors. 

But the fishing itself, the sea, and the dan- 
ger are unchanged, The men still fish in the 
classic way: in the morning cach sets out alone 
in bis small one-man dory, pitting himself, 
his skill, and his luck against the ocean, 


Fees hundred andl fifty years ago, Por- 


1 picked up the Argus in the broad River 
Taeus, or Telo (page 570), where the fleet of 
hand-liners was assembling for the blessing 
service. Lt was held in Belens's famed Monas- 
tery and Church of the Jeronimoes, built in the 
16th century us a thank offering for the suc- 
cessful vaynge of Vasco da Gama,* 

For the blessing, the church was crowded 
with dorymen, all in colorful checked shirts 
and high sea beats. Schooner captains were 
there, also admirals and ministersof state, dig- 
nituries of the Church, and people of Lisbon. 

T tiptoed past the tombs of Vaseu da Gamia. 
and the poet Luis Vaz de Camoens and listened 
to thewords of the Archbishop of Mytilene, 
himself the son of a drowned Grand Banks 
doryman, as he blessed the fleet. 

Outside, the schooners were brave with 
bunting. They looked like lovely yachts ready 
10 Set out Upon an ocean tice Fleet of line 
and graceful. tall-masted and serene, they 
waited. But the east winds of spring were 
blowing and this was the tinw 10 sail, 


Wives Are Sad as Husbands Sail 


We streamed out from the great church, 
with its decorations of ropes and anchors to 
mark the ties between Portugal and the sea, 
and hurtied down to the water front and 
aboard. 

‘The last of the dorymen’s wives were being 
rowed ashore in the litide red dories, and the 
children with them were quiet and sad. The 
dorymen, T learned, went year after year with 
the same ships, and some of the privileged 
among them were allowei! 10 have their wives 
and children aboard with them for the fast 
few days before departure.

Down below in the rancho, as the fore- 
castle of a Portuguese bunker Is abways called, 
half the complement of dorymen were settling 
in. The other half would be shipped in the 
Awores, for the Arges was bound first for Ponta. 
Delgada on Sao Miguel Island. The rancho 
was a cavernous plane full af big men, big 
bunks, and all kinds of cooking, fishing, and 
seafaring gear,

in the other, sat Antonio Rodrigues, 63 years 


old (page 345), Antonio, J learned, was nsak- 
ing his forty-third voyage to the Banks for 
cod.

The Man Who Hooked « Ton « Duy 


A litale later T noticed « gaunt, determined. 
looking man with a striking face taking his 
turn ‘at the wheel. The muate—a cheerful 
youth aged about 22, making his fifth voyage 
—told me that this was the First Fisher, 
Francisco Emilio Battista, champion doryman 
of the whole fleet. He canght « ton of cod a 
day, A ton a day! I looked at him with 
astonishment, for I'd no idea that fish could 
be caught in such bulk by hook and line. 

Francisco's shipmates bad ‘a joke about his 
fishing eo “He has a hatchery of his 
own," the second mate explained, “He has 
his own cod and he just goes and tikes them.” 

Captain Adolfo, the master of the Argus, 
was stunding by the wheel He was a lithe, 
dark man, ahout 30 years of age, I knew he 
had been at sea in sailing shipa since he was 
eight years old. He still had his shore clothes 
on, a smart business suit and a soft felt hat, 
with brightly polished shoes On his right 
hand sparkled a diamond ring. He had joined 
the ship at the last moment, coming abaurd 
with the clearance. papers, 

His wife and family were at Uhavo, the 
fame! village of shipmasiers and cod hunters 
which stands onan arm of the sea south of 
Aveiro in the north of Portugal, From it hail 
most of the schooner masters. But though 
Captain Adolfo had been going owt from 
Ihave for more than 40 years, he wus not 
fond of a fisherman’s life 

“The Captain,” said the mate, “he hates the 
sea. Rut he will fill his ship with codfish, 
You see.” 

T looked forward to seeing, 

And now the good Argus headed out toward 
the Azores, and the dorymen began to get

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the doryman cuts for himself: its rigging is 
homemade, and its sails likewise (page 501), 
It looks all right for a quiet day on the 
Potomac, But there ate few quiet days in 
spring on the Grand Banks, and fewer off 
Greenland, 

My dory was yanked) to the side of the 
rolling ship by a Couple of patent tackles and 
two iron hooks. T fooled overside-at the cold, 
cruel sea and thought, “Pd rather stay in the 
Arivis—she's small enouth” But the 53 
dorymen were looking on {rem the turbulent 

ray waters, and I har togo, My dory was 
full of lines mid gear and bait, with 0 small- 
boat compass atop the Jot in case of fog. 

“Go of along a hearing.” old Antonio 
Rodrigues had said. “You never know when 
there'll be fog around here. Ani don’t worry 
wbqut the dery, Dories are all right. It's 
the men in them..." 

T remembered old Antunio's nelvice, 

“And get away from the ship's side quick,” 
he'd said. “That's the dangerous place! You 
enn be stove in against the steel plates if you 
dont watch out!” 

‘The iron hooks yanked my dary to the rail, 
‘The white schooner polled alee. A nasty, 
guraling sea rose until it lapped hungrily at 
the bottom of the little bear, 

“New!” yelled the cook and the second 
engineer, at the tackles, and let me go. With 
a swoosh and a smack upon the sea, 1 was off, 
T shoved her away from that murderous stool 
side as fust as 1 could. 

How enormous the Argus looked, seen from 
down there on the surface of the waters! She 
was only. q 696-ton schooner, but just then 
she looked like a 20,000-tonner to me At 
once my dary began to toss and beap and fret 
upon the ill-tempered sea running on the 
Banks, and I got my little mast and sails 
up a lively as 1 could, 

Once the sails were on her, 1 was astonished 
at how well that little dory sailed. She ‘was 
lively, certainly—almost enough to make me 
seasick—but she got along very well. 

Probleni?Find the Cod 

At once the sea seemed the Joneliest place 
Thad ever known. | had always been used to 
staying aboard any ship J sailed in, from be- 
sianitig to the end of the voyage, You dan't 
normally go over the side at sea if wou can 
help tt. From this tiny boat | felt for the first 
time the vast immensity and the ingalculable 
challenge of the great open ocean. 

Tt was savagely cold, 1 didn't see how f 
was going to work with my bere hands, 
though [ had a 300-hook line to pay out when 
I reached a good place. A good place? How 
was T to Know the difference? 

1 made in the general direction T had seen 
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our champion fisher go, and reckoned to sail 
until T sow his dory, All the dories had biy 
white numbers on either bow. His was No. 
16. 1 sailed and sailed, and not a sign of 
No. Lo did T see, When the hull of the Argue 
was almost below the horizon, | thought Thad 
gone far enough, 

So 1 lowered my sul, threw out the little 
grapnel, baited wp the last hooks of the long- 
Tine {there had not heen time to do the Jat 
before leaving the shijs), and got the line well 
faid on the bottom, across the current. There 
were about 35 fathetas (210 feet) of water. 

Next thing T began to fish with the jiggers. 
To work these, you take one jig-line in each 
hand, drop the jiguer until itis just off the 
bottom, and then alternately jerk it smartly 
up and let it drop back again. Tt is supposed 
to hook the cod on the upward swing, 

Mine didn't. Maybe they weren't on the 
bottom. How could you tell, all that way 
down? A doryman Ghviousty had to have his 
britins in his finger tips, and mine were numb 
and particuliely brainless that morning. The 
dory hopped and jumped, ond you had to 
stand up in it to jig (page 582), Isat down, 
T hauled in one jig-line, stuck to the other. 
The long-line must be down three or four 
hours before (can be hauled, 


Half « Lead in One Haul 


‘The dory continued to jump and leap, and 
there was ao true rhythm in the water. The 
wind began to sigh, and there was an ominous 
bank of nasty fog to windward, Here and 
there, as my dary roseon the crest of a sea, 
T could see other dories—never more than five 
or six, though [ lnew there must be more than 
300 all around-me, for there were several big 
schooners near by. 

1 began to think that down hete on the sea 
a: lest dory would be mighty hard to find. And 
dories, | knew, were lost often enough, 

Toward 9 a.m. 1 began to haul in my 
long-line. That took me two hours, for [ 
had no skill at the business, Again you have 
to work, and again the dory bucks and jumps 
and tries to throw. you. 

But, by the luck of beginners, | had a fair 
enough haul, My long-line, like all the others, 
consisted of several 100-vard Jengths of big 
cod line spliced together. To this, small pieces 
of lighter line, called snoods, were attached 
about a fathom apart. The snoods held the 
sale 50 of then for each 100 yards of cod 
ine. 

Mest dorymen itsed long-lines made up of 
from eight ta twelve of these 50-hook sections, 
so that they were fishing with 100 to 600 
hooks, But 1 was trying a 300-hooker for a 
start. That was business enough! Handling 
the Jong-line 50 as not to get the hooks snarled 
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is a skilled job, and T was far from skilled 
so mine got snarled, ‘Then 1 bad to stop and 
untangle then, and that took time. 

But the cod is a stupid and docile fish. 
‘Those on-the hooks waited patiently until T 
huuled them up, even the 80-pounders. Some 
had only o picce of the hook through their 
silly rubbery lips, but still they hung there, 
waiting their turn to be pulled into the dory. 

One or two did stip off as 1 got them to the 
surface. Then 1 reached over with a light 
sort of gaff, a piece of wood with a large hook 
attached, got them by their gills, and flung 
them into the stern sheets without further 
ceremony. 

Tf one had toa much life, | stunned it with 
the other end of this small gaff, But most, 
of them jist flapped o bit and then lay still 
in the heap. 

As any fisherman might have been, [ was 
excite at first by the size of my hawl—almost, 
50 fish, But | soon gut ver that, Cod are 
just too sluggith to provide much excitement. 

Most of those I caught weigher, at s guess, 
$0 to 45 pounds. When T got thers all in, my 
dory was about half full, Only a few were 
little 20-pountiers—and that is nne reason why 
the Portuguese still prefer the schooner and 
the dory fishing Vou pet bigger and better 
fish with hooks, ‘The trawlers, using nets, 
huve to go tow often over the same ground 
where the bottom is good, but the daries can 
Ro anywhere, 


After the Fish Comes the Fog 


I didn’t pay the line out again. Ordinarily 
uw doryman would stay out until his dory was 
full, or the recall Hias—any big fing on’ the 
aftermast—was hoisted, But T was not a 
doryman, and now [| knew T never would be. 
T woe just trying it out, and | was mighty 
glad to call it tried and get on my way back 
to the ship. 

But that infernal fog fed blown down, An 
arm of it was between me and the Argus. 
Suddenly 1 foutd myself alone bn the sea, 
and the ghostly arms of the horrible fog were 
wraithlike around me! Well, 1 could anchor 
and wait. Antonio Rodrigues had said to do 
that. 

“Don't ever panic,” he 
panicked are dead.” 

But the fog didn't look Ike the really deter- 
mined kind. Now and then T could see the 
gray sky above; sometimes there were lesser 
clear 1 hoisted the Jitle mainsail and 
the minute jib, for there was a gentle sailing 
breeze upon the water. 1 had my bearings, 
and | put the beat compass on the thwart be- 
fore me. 

With one of the dory's three small oats.

had of the ship, and kept a smart jookout for 
other dories. [had a conch shell to blow, 
T also had o loaf of bread, and water enough 
for a couple of days if used sparingly. 

When you go off ina dary, you expect to 
come back the same day. Dorymen meyer pre- 
pare themselves or their boats against calam- 
ity, Tf it comes, they take it in stride. 


A. Fag Siren—Which Way? 


After a while | heard a schooner sounding 
her great fog siren, for they. all carried air- 
raid sirens wt their mastheads to summon the 
dopymen infog. But where was this schooner? 
Was she the Argns? Ididn't know. 1 had no 
Judgment of sound direction in fog. 

I knew the distinetive signal the Argus used 
on ber fog bell, the big old church bell which 
hung in the mixzen rigging. 1 blew this signal 
on my Conch shell and waiter! for a reply. 

None came. “Then that siren wasn’) aboard 
the Arges, or I'd heard it through some freak 


condition in the fog. | carrie on, 1 blew 
my. conch again 
What was that? An echo? 1 blew again, 


Tt'was no echo! [Tt was a dorvman sotinding 
pur signal, an Argus man, in the fog Wke my- 
self, [T shouted to cateh his attention, to 
check my compass course with his, He 
shouted back. T sew nothing but the white 
and ghastly fog and the greasy cold swirling 
of the wretched sea. 

And then, indistinct at first and almost. 
unbwlevable, I saw the triangle of a tiny sail 
harden in the surrounding murk; p roll of 
white water gurgled at the little ladem bow. 
There was a dory! No. 16!  Buttista, the 
First’ Fisher—I couldn't strike a better man 
than that, He grinned. 

“No good! No good!" he shouted. But 
he looked abominably cheerful, and | could see 
that his dery was full to the gunwale with 
fine hig. cod_ 

Once | had fownd the First Fisher, 1 knew 
Towne oll right. After a quarter of an hour 
of gliding through the of fog, a white 
monstrosity suddenly. loomed abave us, right 
alongside. Tt looked like an iceberg. 

“ree,” Battista grinned, “We come back, 
nop” 

Aye, we came hack.-and T had had enough 
of dory fishing for the day—and for all time, 
ws far as that went. 

And yet that evening down in the ranchg T 
found all bands cheerful enough. Nobody 
wis lost. They were all expert fog navigators, 
wilh an uneanny ability to fine their way back 
to the schooner, 

T know well enough that being lost in fog 
was only one of the risks those brave, quiet 
men took as part of the daily job. Being 
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blown away in storms, knocked down by ships, 
or overwhelmed in a rising sea—even being 
knocked out of their dories by playful ale 
—thest were dangers they. tnd to accept a5 
roytine, The doryman’s was no life for the 
timiel or the stay-at-home, 

Down in the rancho was-a young Azorean 
doremuin named Francisca de Sotisa Damas, 
on his first Banks yoyage. One day he was 
knocked down by a whale. Not that the whale 
meant any harm, It just happened to come up 
to blow right underneath part of bis dory, and 
that was unfortunate, The dory was tipped 
slowly up, and the doryman and the fish 
and all the other contents tipped slowly out. 
Then the whale backed away, no doubt mildly 
astonished at the damage he had caused, 

Tt might have been Senhor Damasg’s first 
Banks voyage, but it was not the first time 
he had seen a whale. He shooed the beast 
off, righted his dory (which had not gone 
conmpetely over), and climbed earefully back 

Then he retrieve all bis gear that he 
id find, and the fish, and proceeded with 
his fishing. 

They are a taciturn lot, those dorymen, and 
they had all been in some sort of fishing since 
they could walk, T loved to fisten to their 
yarns, especially those of the old-timers. 

They told tales of the really tough times 
on the Banks, when hundreds of little two- 
masters used to game fram Portugal, Spain, 
and France, and from Gloucester, Massachu- 
setts (many of our old dlorymen hud sailed) 
out of Gloucester), and there was na refrig- 
eration, no puwer, no radiotelephony. Some- 
times they would lose three or four schooners 
Jogether in a sudden gale, and all their dory- 
men with them: énce on a single stormy night 
they lost 200 dorymen. 

But now—wihy, said old Antonio Rodrizues, 
it was almost a schoolgirl’s lifel 


Free Trip to China 


T dowlter that. 1 knew that Antonio him- 
self hed once been Tost im fog for days—he 
didn’t’ know how many days—and had been 
picked ip by a wandering windjammer bound 
out of Boston for the China coast, Antonio 
had to go to China with her. Some years 
passed before he got back to the Algarve ngain, 
where they'd long mourned him as-dead, 

Now old Antonio laughed shout what he 
called his “free trip to China.” He was a 
tough old bird, and a. true doryman, 

Steadily the First Fisher went on.cat 
his ton of cod a day. He was w skillful and 
indefatigable fisherman, More than. that, he 
was the sért of man who would have excelled 
ot almost any work. He was bor to fishing, 
from the lovely Algarve port of Fu: and 
so at fishing he excelled (page 391). 
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There were others able to keep up 
First Fisher for a while—Joiio de Oli 
the Second Fisher (page $96); Pra 
Martins from the Azores: wnd Cesar de Me. 
deines, who looked like a pirate, But none 
could keep on for long al the same rate. 

Sometimes impossible weather kept the 
dories nested, far it was no use to stnd them 
out if they tossed about too much for the men 
fo fich of if the sea was so high they couldn't 
be loaded. A dory had. to bring back a fair 
Joad of fish for the dorymen to make a living. 
Tn bad weather they fretted, all of them. 

When we'd used up the St. John’s bait, we 
went into North Sydney, Nova Scotia, for 
more herring and fresh mackerel to take along 
to the Greenland grounds, At Narth Sydney 
there were 10 schooners and a couple of dory- 
carrying motor ships. 

Our dorymen were given $5 or $10 apiece 
for spending money, | saw them all buying 
things for children and grandchildren, nothing 
for themselves, 


North to Greenland 


As soon ns the bait was aboard, off we went 
again, north through the Strait of Belle Isle 
toward Greenland. 

‘There were big bergs in the strait, and the 
Labrader Current was still full of ice. We 
were caught badly im one ice field in a fog. 
and for a day and night had to step and push 
the floessaway, Even a small foe can smash 
the plates of a steel ship. 

We were lucky. The ice didn't break our 
hull or that of the ships with us, aur sister 
schooner Creawla, (he four-master dois, the 
little motor ship Alisabeth (page $86). A 
storm blew the fog away, and we sailed on 
toward the banks of Fyllas and Little and 
Great Hellefiske, in Davis Strait (map, page 
569). 

For the past twenty-five veats there has 
been what scientists call a “warm cycle’ up in 
Greenland, and the cod have been able to 
migrate farther north, Where the cod went, 
so. did the schooners and the dorymen, For 
the next three months the Arygys and her 
consorts fished the ivelittered, treacherows 
waters of the banks near the Arctic Circle 
in Davis Strait. Some years » few vessels gu 
even farther north. 

The method of fishing was the same as on 
the Grant! Banks, except that even longer 
lines wereused. Add the grim, jagged coast: 
line of Greenland, throw in a background af 
old) grounded bergs, andl add the havareds af 
sudden, furious storms and strong. swift tides, 
and you have the Greenland fishing grounds, 

‘There was continuous daylight from the 
midnight sun for the first two and a half 
months, The dorymen worked and worked, 
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often putting in a 20-hour day, fishing from 
4am, and Cleaning and salting until midnight 
(pane 390). 

The salted fish were stowed below in the 
cavernous hold. UWotil it was filled, we would 
not head for homes Hf the fall gales and new 
jee drove us from Greenlind, we would go 
back to the Grand Banks again. 

The spiteful winds from the Greenland hills 
are savagely cold, We lay at anchor in the 
dpen sea, for we could not fish in Greenland’s 
territorial waters, The jen suffered tor~ 
tures in the freeaing air. Their faces cracked, 
their hands epened up, their wilskins chafed 
their wrists. But they were unhappy only 
when bad weather caused delays and they 
could not safely launch their dories. 


Fog Traps a Doryman 


Here too there was fog, beavy, cold, and 
tiinding. One time doryman Antonio Ro- 
drigues Chalio, a skilled man from near 

ra (Porto) who worked in winter us a 
lifeloatman by the Douro bar, was adrift five 
days, and we had almost given him up, He 
vanished in-the fog and then thete was a gale. 

The gale blew three days. and then more fog 
came. But on the fifth day after he had gone 
the weather cleared—and Antonio Rodrigues 
Chalio came back! He came back smiling, 
but he har to be holsted inboard with his 
dory, for he was all but worn ont. Yet he-was 
fishing again later that day, 

J talked! to him about his experietice, What 
had he thought, down there in the frail dory? 

“7 prayed,” he said. “T did what 1 could, 
and then | prayed, and T thought of my wife 
and seven children back in Portugal, The 
compass was out; that’s why the fog got me. 
‘Then in the storm [ anchored and rode to the 
wind, using my oars to keep the dory safe, 

“And T often hal to bail for my life, for 
the heayy sprays broke aboard. 1 was afraid 
any anchor would carry away, for my anchor 
Hine was only 4 piece of rope, and T would be 
drifted off the banks snd out into the open 
strait. Then | knew Ud be finished.” 

“But it didn't carry oway?™ 
But 1 had to row plenty, to keep the 
dory head to sea, 1 made a bit of a shelter 
with the suil, 1 ate the raw cod, and 1 drank 
the for moisture wrung owt of my woolen cap.” 

That was all T ever got out af Antonio 
Rodrigues Chalao, after he had rowed for five 
days against a gale to keep a 14-foot bane 
head to sea beyond the Arctic Circle. The 
skin on his palms was chafed almost through, 
But be was lucky to be alive, and be knew it. 
‘The little cemetery at Holsteinsborg in Green- 
Jand has many graves in which lie drowned 
dorymen. 

One night 15 dorymien were adrift from the 
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schooner Meria day Flores, a three-mnaster 
from Aveiro. When fog came down and the 
dorvmen did’ not come back, all the captains 
kept watch dnd communicated with each other 
by radiotelephone, and the anxiety in their 
voles Was sometimes painful to hear, 

‘These captains carry a terrible responsibil- 
ity, for it is their job to decide whether it is 
safe to launch the dories or not. Powerful 
winds funnel up and down Davis Strnit, 
bringing sudden, dangerous seas on the fishing 
bonks. Vet if the doties were kept nested 
whenever the weather threatened, then no ship. 
would ever fish full and no deryman would 
make-a living. Thecaptnins dave to risk their 
men, 

The whole fleet henved a great sigh of relief 
the following morning when they learned thoy, 
the Maria das Flores’s dorymen were safe. 

They had nin inte a Greenland fjord and 
sheltered under an upturned dory, and had 
come back to thelr schooner in the morning, 
when it wasbright and clesr, They had not 
forgotten to clean their fish when they landed, 
and party of coastal Greenlanders had helped 
them. The Greenlanders even trimmed their

By the middle of September our Argus had 
“ tolerable cargo, She'd taken enowgh cod 
‘Wo be filled many times over, but the cod kejat 
shrinking every day and the salt formed a 
brine which was pumped out twice daily. The 
tolling of the schooner helped to pack the 
cargo tighter, and again and again the big fish 
hold was filled to the deckhead in most of its 
compartments, only to require filling once 
mare, 

“There is always room to stow another cod,”” 
said Captain "adolf, and so he was always 
miserable, He bated to leave the grounds 
while there was room to put another cod 
aboard. The official capacity of the ship was 
listed as about 12,000 quintals (a Portuguese 
quintal is almost 130 pounds of dried fish), 
and she had that much abourd by the end of 
August, 


Rave Against Time and Weather 


Still we fished steadily on, though the 
snow squalls were back und the olghts were 
growing, and the weather grew steadily worse. 
The old derymen patched their faces with tar 
to fill up the cracks.

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The Making of a West Pointer 


This Year the United States. Military Academy Marks a Century 
and a Half of Training Men for Leadership 


By Howe, Watxer 


ARLY last July T went to. West Point 
to see 642 young men begin « new 
way of Tie The big day had come 

for these future officers entering the United 
States Military Academy. 

Some strived by rail, air, bus, or family 
car; others by hicyele or on foot, To the 
Point overlooking the Hudson River fifty 
miles north of New York City, they came from 
every walk of Ie, from every State, even 
fram foreign lantls, 

At West Point's station T watched a bun- 
dred of them pile off a triin like any mob of 
oullege freshmen. Moatly enatless, hitless, 
and swinging light luggage, they Lined up 
raguedly of an officer's command and heard 
their first orders. 

‘The candidates marched up the hill toward 
the towering gray hulls. A loud “Halt!” 
stopped the group, frozen in uncertain tracks- 
An imperious news photographer flashed his 
camera, then with the sume confidence called 
“Forward march]’! Everybody laughed, but 
not for long. 

There's nothing futny about facing plebe, 
or freshman, year, by far the hardest uf 1 
four-year course, Rigid educational and 
physical tests make it tough enough to enter 
the Academy; exacting standards allow no 
eadet to Jet up: and, once commissioned as an 
officer, he must never forget his responsibly 
as ain exemplary leader of men, 


“Ger Those Shoulders Back, Mister!” 


A blazing hot sun beat down, on the green 
cadets moving up the coud, Finally they. 
Med through a Gothic sally port into Central 
Area, a large quadrangle formed by gray 
stone buildings (page 613). Here they were 
assigned to quarters, two or three men to a 
room in their new home, “beast barracks,” 

Now the now plebe feels the initial impact 
of things to come, After the first five minutes 
any simfarity between him and a civilian col- 
lege freshman meets sudden death. Seasoned 
upperclassmen start shouting, “Get those 
shoulders back! Head up! Chin int” 

Under these relentless diriilmasters the plebe 
learns fast that the first principle of discipline 
is subordination. He addresses his cadet in- 
structors. always with “Sir”; impetsonally, 
they call him “Mister” (page 608). 

As Jong ago as 1823 a brand-new cadet 
wrote to his father: “The first day after my 
arrival 1 was taken out to drill & sure you 


never sawea more awkward creature in your 
Nie than T was .or appeared to be... To dlis- 
play the Chest, draw in the Corporation, draw 
the Chin In perpendicular to the Chest, hold 
the hands-down so as to touch the seams of 
the Pantaloons, & take care dont bend the 
elbows, keep the Shoulders drawn back & al- 
Ways be sure to keep the feet in an angle of 
45° ere, ete, Indeed T had so many things to 
learn that 1 almost despaired of ever being a 
Suldior . . 2” 

The plebe thrives, resigns, fails, or is fired; 
he never “fates away.” Becnuse of its ulti- 
mate purpose, West Point keeps only those 
who can take it; so @ constant weeding-out 
PTOOES S065 On, 

Poot Edgar Allan Poe and artist James 
Abbett McNeill Whistler, one-time cadets, 
both fell by the wayside.” Dhuring his brief 
Stay in 1830-31, Poe chided science—*Why 
preyest thou upon the puet’s heart, Vul- 
ture..." Whistler, ex-1855, luter explained, 
“Had silicon heen 9 gas, | would have been a 
major general.” 


“Will T Muke the Grade?” 


Tn @ matter of hours after their arrival, the 
new cadets al! began to look alike to me. Unie 
formed, barbered, and drifled’ in the pre- 
liminary Steps of basic training, they already 
marched as one, On their faces D imagined 1 
cowld real a common concern: “Will T make 
the grade?” 

Even in ready-made uniforms issued this 
first day, the plebes seamed spruce; but is two 
months. or so the West Point tailor shop would 
have finished the custom jobs which fit cadets 
like their <kins. 

Tailoring for young men whose weights vary 
with seasons calls for Jong experience with 
West Point's climate, routine, and cadet ¢i- 
gestion. Recently, two brothers completed 
a total of 192 years of clothing “‘the long gray 
line”" Of the shop's present 67 workers, 14 
have served mote than a quarter-century. 

Tn 1840 « cadet named Ulysses S. Grant 
wrote home thot his pants clung to him like 
bark 10.2 tree; he could bend over o¢ run only 
with fearful results. According tu legentl, once 
when the uniform order called for cross belts, 
Edgar Allan Poe, aking it literally, appeared 
at fulledress parade stark naked except for 
the specified item. 

How does a candidate get into West Point? 
Well, to begin with, he must be unmarried

descent call it a “Yankee tribute to southern 
marksmanship” (pages 620-621), 

Facing this memorial, the plebes raised 
tight hands and said towether: 

“1 do solemnly swear that 1 will) support 
the Constitution of the United States, and 
bear true allegiance to the National Gavern- 
ment; .. . that Towill at all times obey the 
legal orders of my superior officers, and the 
rules and articles governing the Armies of the 
United States." 

Vith this swearing-in ceremony the candi- 
dates officially members of the United 
States Corps of Cadets, Then, at an oiler, 
the formation stood at ease to hear a straight- 
forward address by the Commandant of 
Cadets, Coll John K. Waters. 

“In vou and vour careers,” said the colonel, 
“here und after graduation, lie the hopes and 
fears of your families, your friends, the com- 
munities whence you came, and our Na- 
tion... 

“Cherish the honor system . . ." he con- 
tinued. “In ite written or spoken form it 
simply; ‘Cadets do not lie, steal, or cheat . 

“You have accepted. a challenge far which 
you are ably fitted. In complete faith you 
are turning yourselves over to West Point to 
receive the training’ which has stood the test 
of time, not only through peace but also war, 
for 149 years... We believe in your sincerity 
of purpose, and we will do all in our power 
to develop in you a high sense of duty, an un- 
questionable sense of honor, and a devotion 
to our country.” 

How carefully West Point guards this code 
became evident last year with the mass dis- 
missal of 90 cadets invalved in cheating om 
daily quizzes and reviews, For its surcess the 
Academy's honor system depends more upon 
the men themselves than upon the supervision 
of the officers; every man is honor-bound to 
report any breach of it committed by himself 
or hy others to his knowledge. 

To the Corps the system means something 
much bigger than an individual, group, or 
personal friendship. 


Not Again for a Million Dollars 


For the next eight weeks the class undergoes 
intensive and thorough basic military: teaining, 
not unlike that given any mew Army recruit 
fresh from civilian life. 

At the same time plebes learn the customs 
and courtesies of the service and improve their 
physical condition in an extensive sports pro- 
erm 

The new man sums wp his first two months 
at West Point with a sentence he will repeat 
four years later: “T wouldn't do it again for a 
million dollars, but T wouldn't take a million 
dollars for having dane it.” 
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Meanwhile, what are the other classes do- 
ing? Each of the three enjoys a month's va- 
cation sometime during the summer. First 
Classmen (seniors) take a two-week plane 
trip, visiting selected U.S. Army and) Air 
Force posts for advanced instruction; then 
they help ‘train the lower classes. 

Second classmen (juniors), receive a three- 
werkt indoctrination cours in the Air Force, 
ene week of uitborne training, and two of 
amphibious opemtions. 

In early July, last year’s plebes (now thire 
classmen) enter the res¢rvation’s training 
quarters at Camp Buckner beside Popolopen 
Lake. In two busy months they get a prac- 
tical taste of virtually every branch of the 
Amy, winding up with mock combat (pages 
607 and 615). 

By September the entire Corps has as 
sembled at West Paint for the academic year, 
Paani drills, ond athletics begin in earnest 

for all, 


An Averniec Cadet's Average Day 


Mist hid the river as 1 walked into Central 
Aven at 3:43 af a spring morning. "The sur- 
rounding barracks slept in stony silence, grav 
and cold as the dawn, Providing the only 
sign of life, a small detachment of the milt- 
tary band readied instruments for reveille: 
Exactly at 3:50, fifes, drums, and bugles 
struck up a lively tune, No wonder the cadets 
call these disturbing musicians the “Hell 
Cats!" 

Lights poppied om in tooms here and there: 
Heads popped out windows to see a flag tell- 
ing which uniform to wear, Plebes scrambled 
frantically into their clothes. while practiced 
upperclassmen put off for a few moments the 
agony of rising, At 5:55, first-year men os 
signed the duty began calling off the minutes: 
there are four minutes until ss- 

, Sir, there ore three minutes... 
, there are two minutes . , .” 

Last-inoment plebes poured from the build- 
ings to stand aft attention where their com- 
panies would form. ‘The 6-o'clock assembly, 
a check to see that everyone is present or ac 
coutted for, lasted only a few minutes. 

Upon dismissal, the men washed, shaved, 
and began tidying quarters for inspection. 
joined second classman E, A. Gilbert to follow 
him through a typical day at West Point, He 
introduced) me to his two roommates, also 
second classmen. ‘The three belonged to the 
sume company, C-1 

For a week at a time, Gil expluined, one of 
the three had the job of policing the room: 
sweeping, dusting, cleaning ash trays, empty- 
ing wastepuper baskets Today Pete did 
these chores while Gil and Al made their beds, 
hung up clothes, put the cabinet shelves in

perfeet ofder, und turned to the never-ending 
task of shining shoes and uniform brass, 
“Spit and polish” becomes second nature at 
West Point. 

But all that glitters doesn't always show. 
T heard of cadets who had kept goldfish in 
the ceiling light fixture by day: at night they 
transfernéd them to the slop bowl lest a cun- 
ous officer question eerie shadows Anating 
around the walls and over the floor. 

Others, challenging Academy regulations 
which rule out pets, have smugeled in ham- 
sters and housed them in desk drawers. Their 
keepers fed them milk brovght in plebe 
mouths from the mess hall 

Stifity, a plebe entered our room, left the 
New York Times on a desk, departed stifily, 
The upperclisemen seemed not to natice him. 
Gil looked up from the black. shoe he was 
polishing, glanced at the headlines, and with 
a free elbow pushed the paper toward me. 
But then a bell rang, signaling another for- 
mation, 

At 6:50 the battalions assembled on Jef- 
ferson Road outside the barracks Fourth 
elassmien had ty report several minutes before 
the three upper classes; this routine holds. 
generally for all formations, 

Right face... for-rrd ‘arch,” By 
companies the whole Corps marched pff to 
Washington Hall for breakfast. Aa the men 
reached the first step of the entrance stairway: 
they removed their caps, broke ranks, and 
filed inside. Plebes’ jogged on the double, 
Upperclussmen walked quietly. All went to 
assigned tables and stood behind their chairs, 


Brealdast for 2400 


From a baleony looking down on the three 
long wings of the enermous: hall, the first 
captain (top-ranking cadet officer) announced 
over a loud-speaker: “Take sents," 

Imagine 2.490 persons sitting down at once 
io a meal under one roof! What planning, 
what kitchen organization, what service! And 
the food comes in hot. This happens three 
times a day, every day. 

Men of the sime company elt together, 10 
cadets, including three plebes, to each of same 
240 tables. Plebes have specific duties dur- 
ing meals: the “ooffee corporal” pours coffer 
or ten: the “water corporal’ milk, water, fruit 
Juices; the a shies sees that the waiters 
keep the table ind. 

“While bine thee fourth classmen must 
observe tigid forms of behavior, Always 
striight-backed, they may sit on only the for- 
ward half of the chair; they must keep chins 
well in and eyes glued (6 the table; they do 
not speak unless acelressed, never without 
permission (psue 618), 

As Gilbert's shadow, T took my place next 
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ter 


fo him at @ table soon amply supplivd with 
fruit, dry cereals, scrambled eggs, tonst, but- 
ter, jam, coffee, and milk. Unbending plebes 
jerked through the meal with machinelike 
motions. 

‘Less than thirty minutes after his order to 
take seats, the first ecaptsin called, “Bat- 
talions rise”; all cadets left the hall for bar- 
racks 

When T re-entered my friends’ room, an 
hour remained before the day's first class at 
7:55. Al, an athlete somewhat behind in his 
work, wont straight to his desk and opened 
books. Ata more comfortable academic level, 
Gil swung his legs over the cerner af a table. 
Jeaned back in his chair, and lit a cigarette, 
(Smoking is allowed in barracks rooms.) 
Pete checked everything for inspection, 


To West Point vin Korea 


News In the paper led to talk of Korea. 
Gilbert, it turned out, had served there as an 
Army private. 

“That's how T got’ an appointment to West 
Point,” he explained. 

He hid attended a military school in 
Alabama but was unable to get a congres- 
sicnal appointment to West Point. His 
father advised him to enlist in the Army and 
try for admission to the Academy through 
setvict channels. This worked, but not be- 
fore a tour of duty in Rocea; there Gilbert 
took the competitive exaniination, 

“Tt isn’t unusual,” he said; a lot of cadets 
enter the Academy that w. About 32 per 
cent of my class had military experience before 
coming to West Point.” 

“All wery interesting,” said Pete, “but we 
have ‘juice lab’ coming up in a few minutes.”

Pete lost himself inva letter from his 
girl; almost automatically, Gil resumed polish- 
ing of shoes and lorass; Al studied, 

Shortly before 10:30 we walked up the 
hill to the filtration plant of the West Point 
reservoit, In connection with the study of 
mechanics of fluids, the class today toured 
this installation. Usually, the cadets receive

“What are you doing here?” snapped Pete.

“After all these months at the Academy, 
you certainly should know better,” said Pete.

The plebes stood stitly against the wall, 
looking straight ahead.

bread and butter, coffee and milk, salad, bhue- 
berry pie. 

Charles Canham, the senior at my left, men- 
Hioned that he had served with the Army before 
entering West Point; the life alter leaving, the 
Academy would not he entirely new to. him. 
Marriage would, though; he told me he 
planned to wed upon graduation. 

1 accompanied Gilbert back to barracks, 
On his desk we found an envelope addressed 
to me. Canham had sent an invitation ta 
his wedding in the Cadet Chapel, 

Cadets spend evening hours preparing for 
the next day's classes. Lights go out at 10:15, 
Men studying for examinations may haye pwr 
mission to stay up util 11 o'clock, Others 
have been known to stay up anyway, blanket- 
ing windows and chinking dour cracks. 

Ingenious cadets will always find ways of 
coping with West Point's prohibitions, Be- 
fore tactios were allowed in rooms, a’ true mu 
sic lower hollowed out the wall behind ‘his 
mirror and installed a set. He hooked it up so 
that, when the door opened, the program au- 
tormutically switched off. 

In the days when every room had a fire- 
pies every hearth just happened to have at 

st one Jonse brick, A man had to hide 
Micit “boodle” (food ar drink) somewhere, 
One story tells of General Sherman's return 
to the Academy after the Civil War. He 
strode to the quarters he occupied as a cadet, 
Drawing bis sword, be pried up a brick and 
revealed a cache. His smile seemed to say,

biles in the obsolete ridimg hall; and where 
cavalry once iglliped, cadets of the armored- 
vehicle era put mileage on their new. cars. 


Academy Started with 12 Cadets 


When the United States: Military Academy 
opened at West Point in 1802, it had a total 
enrollment of 12 cadets. Now, in 1952, the 
Academy is celebrating its sesquicentennial 
with a Corps numbering 200 times that matty. 

America's oldest permanent Army post. his 
expanded its once humble plant to several bun- 
dred Tuildings pn a 15.000-acre reservation. 
Tee more than 18.000 vraduates: have served 
the gountry in war and pesce with courage, 
intelligence, and loyalty: many have: distin- 
guished themselves as yenerils, engineers, 
stitesinen, and diplomats. 

By their achievements these leaders of men 
heat express the character of West Foint, Tn 
our every war since the Revolution, West 
Pointers have helpéd lead the Nation to vic- 
tory, 

But the Academy is no Martian laboratory 
for supermen, "Those who train here represent 
a crpss section of able young American man- 
hood. West Point teaches all alike that leaders 
are not born but developed 


Glorious June’ Week the Culmination 


‘One of the greatest traditions is June Week, 
@lorious dave filled with excitement and senti- 
ment; parades, promotion, and prizes; girls, 
graduation, and brides (pages 602, 606, and 
624), This culmination of the entire cadet 
year marks the winning of a goal and begin- 
ning of a new task for every man in the Corps. 

The final and most colorful parade 
climaxes Jong months of precision drilling. To 
the stirring tune of Stars amd Stripes Forever, 
the battalions march onto the Main in solid 
blocks (pages 604-3). 

Hundreds of starched white trouser legs 
move with mechunical exactness; unmes swing 
in perfect rhythm; brass sparkles on the sea 
of gray coats.and on plumed full-dress hel- 
mets; swords flash among gleaming bayonets. 

No spectator would guess that among. those 
faultless ranks out on the Plain a constant 
hahble of low yoives relieves the monotony of 
having ta represent perfection.

Strategic Cyprus Key to Near Eust 


Jet planes are only the latest war gear in 
the long and troubled history of Cyprus. 
Since the dawn of time its strategic location, 
only 43 miles south of Turkey and 65 miles 
west of Syria, has made it a coveted prize of 
wilrring nations (map, page 631).* 

Egyptiun warriors first conquered Cyprus 
about 1500 and nearly a dogen empires 
ruled it before the island became an important 
Kritish dependency 74 vears age, Today it is 
Britain's key to control of the Near and 
Middle Enst. 

Daring last year's disturbances fy Tran, 
British planes and troops stood palace on 
Cyprus. ready for action if British lives were 
threatened (page 657). When violence flared 
in Egypt over the Syee Canal, the crack Toth 
Independent Parachute Brigade flew from 
Cyprus to the trouble spot. 

Jean and 1 reached Cyprus by ship from 
Beirut.

Cyprus, we founti, has felt the touch of 
progress. In booming cities, glass-hricked 
modern homes rise In the shadows of ruined 
medieval palaces. Gleaming shops offer the 
lates! British and American products, Smooth 
highways crisseross the ishind, 

But outside the cities, off the main roads, 
live people like the shepherd near Nicosia 
who cling to the old wavs, 

About 65,000 of the half-million people of 
Cyprus are farmers. From their lands come 
citrus fruits, wine, vegetables, grain, sees, 
and carols, a beam used as fodder Farm 
products accotsit for more than a quarter of 
the islond’s exports, which total-some $40,- 
000,000 4 year. 

Escept for about $0,000 islunders of Turk- 
ish Hescent, and other small minorities, the 
people of Cypros are Greek in heritage, lan- 
‘Their traditions survive

On the city's water front, brightly painted 
caiques lie at anchor alongside «mart moter 
launches (page 6355), Ruins of Gothic 
churches cast sharlows on modern houses, In 
offices and homes a customer or visitor is 
invited to sit down while the host sends for 
cups of thick. sweet Turkish coffee, fn they 
come on a brass tray carried hy a barefoot 
boy frum a streetside stand, 


DDT Wipes out Scourge of Malaria 


Not long age maloria was the scourge of 
Famagusta. Soon after the war, iskand health 
officials launched a campaign against the 
anopheles mosquito, Teams of workers armed 
with DDT guns covered Cyprus from end to 
end. About a year ago the island was offi- 
cially declared free of the dread disease for 
the first time in history, 

Returning to Nicosia, we soon found that 
East and West meet in Cyprus, sometimes 
violently, ‘The first day there our taxi, wenv- 
ing through narrow, crowded streets, rounded 
acormer and sideswiped a bicycle. The cy- 
clist careened into a baggy-panted farmer, who 
fell against a plodding donkey loaded with 
melons, ‘The frightened beast leaped onta a 
sidewalk, and the basket on his hack smashed 
a shop window, scattering the melons amid a 
display of plastic dishware 

Driver, cvelist, pedestrian, and donkey 
herder waved thelr arms and shouted in furi- 
ous argument. 

“There,” said Jean, "vou have 2,000 years 
of progress compressed inti) ome secident.” 

After settling the uproar as best we could, 
we looked up Mr. G. F. Jareatt, director of the 
Cyprus Tourist Development Oifiee.  Expert- 
ing us, he had arranged o visit to the 17th- 
century Mosque of the Dancing Dervishes. 

As we entered a large chamber at the end 
of a long, domed corridor lined with tombs, 
the head dervish, seated in the center of the 
floor, was chanting a nasal refrain. Around 
him squatted half a dozen dancers: Perched 
in a gullery, futists and drummers played a 
plaintive, throbbing melody. 

Suddenly, at a signal irom their leader, the 
dancers rose, threw aff colored cloaks, antl 
stood clad in white jackets and breeches. 
Slowly they approached the lnader, bowed, 
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erosvel their bands, and began whirling. 
Around and around they spun, holding their 
arms straight out and circling the chamber 
as they twirled, 

Faster and faster went thé wild, whirling 
dance. It laste! nearly forty minutes. 

Suddenly, without any signal visible to us, 
the silent, expressiontess dervi dropped to 
the flobr and lav motionless. Attendants 
threw the cloaks over the prostrate forms. 

The dancers arose, apparently not even 
out of breath from their fantastic perform- 
ance, slowly filed past their loader, kissed his 
hand, and left the room. But as we leit, Jean 
and 1 were dizzy, just from watehing, 

The next day Jarratt introduced us to his 
assistant, a young Cypriote named Renos 
Wideson, who would be our guide and inter- 
preter. 

On our first evening together, Renos took 
us out for a Cypriote meal of skewered lamb, 
fehab. We drove through alleylike streets, 
past half a dozen kebab stands empty of ets- 
tomers, to 4 tiny shop built of corrugated 
iron and old boards. There a throng was 
gathered in front of an epen charcoal grill, 

“Vour Mr. Emerson was right when he said 
that if you build-a better mousetrap than your 
neighbor, the world will beat a path to your 
door.” Renos said with «smile. “There must 
be a hundred kebab shops in Nionsia, but this 
man makes the best, and everyone comes 
here.” 


Kebab Sandwich Makes a Meal 


When our turn came, the proprietor drew 
half a dozen skewers of lamb from the grill 
for each of us, He took a large circular piece 
‘of flat Cyprus bread and cut it in half. Then 
he split one half, dropped roast lamb fram 
the skewers into the cleft, and sprinkle) 
it liberally with onion and chopped parstey. 
Over the meat he squeezed the juice from an 
enormous Cyprus lemon. He handed it to 
Jean and made two more for Renos and me, 

Jean’s eyes widened as she bit into her 
sandwich. 

“This is the place for mo,” she said with 
her mouth full, 

To tasted my sandwich and agreed. For 
the rest of our stay in Nicosia ovr modern 
hotel never saw us at dinnertime, A 15-cent 
kebab sandwich was all either of us could 
eat, and we never tired of their delicious favor, 

With Renos we drove inte the mountainous 
interior to visit two small Byzantine churches 
at Asinow and Lagouchera. 

(Our hearts were in our mouths much of the 
time, for the roads of Cyprus are narrow, 
and when two cara pass each mist get its qut- 
side wheels off the payement. Trivers stay 
on the hard surface as long as possible, They 
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Cyprus, Tdyllic Island in a Troubled Sea 


drive straight down the midille of the rend, 
charging directly at cach other, until the last 
split second, Yet we never saw an accident. 

The tiny Church of the Blessed Virgin Maty 
at Asinou was built about 1106. Its early 
frescoes, still bright and colorful, are among 
the finest of thelr kind in the world, 

Fram Asinou to Lagoudhera we bounced 
over winding country roads, pausing for an 
o¢caxjonal flock of fat-taited sheep (page 630) 
tunel stopping for lunch at « little village. 


Capers Bring Islanders Profit 


The town had no restaurant, but a has- 
pitable woman offered to feed us in ber one- 
room home. Quickly she produced a hich 
ot eggs, gout cheese fried crisp brown in 
olive oil, and 9 salad of pickled ciper leaves: 

The Cypriotes, Renas told us, export their 
capers, which bring a luxury price in. world 
markets, ancl save the lenves for home eon- 
sumption, ‘Chey have much the same deliclous. 
flavor as the capers themselves. 

At Lagoudhera we visited the Church of 
Panayia Tow Arakou. The paintings here, clat- 
ing from the 12th und 13th centuries. rival 
these of Asinow antl are in equally good con- 
dition (page 659), 

An aged Cypriote ushered us through the 
chapellike church, beaming with pride. A 
few years ago he had been a prosperous 
farmer, Then the Virgin Mary appeared to 
bin in a dream and told him to devote his 
life to the care of the church. 

Obediently the man sold his farm, gave the 
proceeds to the church. and went to live near 
it, He ‘keeps a few goats in the courtyard 
tine tends a little garden; pear-hy villagers 
supply his few wants. He keeps the unused 
church spotlessly clean, tends the ofl lamps 
which hang before the portraits of Christ and 
the Virgin, and leads a secluded life, faithful 
to his trust. 

Coasting down out of the mountains at 
Netos, on the borth shore, we watched a 
puffing donkey engine push freight cars Jonded 
with copper ore to the end of a long. pier, 
Lighters ferried the ore to freighters bound for 
westerm Europe aid America, 

The ore comes drom the Mavrovouni 
Mine.” Renos told vs. “Copper has been twkert 
from the area for tore than 3,000 years,” 

Our very word © “copper” comes from Cype 
rus, by way of the ancient Romans. They 
called the ‘metal Cyprinm aes, or Cyprian 
brass, because they found their best copper 
here, From the Latin term, later contracted 
fo cuprum, came the English word “copper.” 

For a few days we lingered in Kyrenia, sea- 
port qn the island's northern coast (pages 
630-651). Our headeynarters was a modern 
hotel where three excellent meals a day and 
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# room overlooking the sea cost the two of 
us only stven dollars, 

Medieval Ryrenia-was o fortified town, but 
its walls have long since crumbled into dust 
and only two stone Lowers still stand, The 
massive Castle of Kyrenia remains, however, 
andl its thick walls and high towers give ample 
evidence why the Turks were never able to 
capture it by assault (pages. 660-661), 

The British 16th Independent Parachute 
Brigade occupied the castle when we visited 
it The incongruity of this modern military 
unit occupying a structure which dates from 
the days af acmored knights, crossbows, aad 
catapults was striking. 

The paratroopers continued the medieval 
tradition of changing the guard, 2 ceremony 
in which the key to the castle is passed from 
watch to watch, 

With troops standing smartly at attention, 
heer of the guard being relieved marched 
stiffly forward, saluted, and handed the key 
to the new-officer of the watch. ‘Then, to the 
roll of drums, they marched back to place. 

Jean wanted a close-up of the actual passing: 
of the key. and we asked the colonel if the 
men would repeat the ceremony, holding the 
key in plitin view. There was a whispered 
consultation, # long moment of embsrrassed 
silence, and then the colonel explained. 

“There és no key," he said. “Noone bas 
had a key to this castle fur 400 years. The 
guards simply go. through the motions.” 

High above the town of Kyrenia, command- 
ing the seaport coast for miles, stand the ruins 
of 13th-century St. Hilarion Castle. From 
the town the castle atop its rocky peak looks 
like an illustration from a fairy tale. 

At dawn we drove oe a twisting. mountain 
tad to # spot near the foot of the castle, 
then climbed fir an hour up long Highis af 
stone steps to teach the ravaged interior (op- 
posite page). 


Chivalry Through Picture Windows 


Venetians dismantled the castle in 1489, 
fearful that it might fall 1 the ‘Turks, but 
the ruins give a clear picture of its former 
greatness. Inside the thick stone walls were 
quarters for knights and nobles, stables, store- 
houses, cisterns, and chapels. The fortifiea- 

tions enclosed the whole mountain peak. 

Far below spreiel a level field ance asec, by 
knights for jousting. Through huge picture 
windows the ladies of the court watched tour- 
naments without leaving their apartments. 

A short drive took us from St. Hilarion 
to seaside Bellapais Abbey. This tith-cen- 
tury (Gothic building has been rocked by 
earthquakes, batrered ly invading armies, 
ane sacked by ‘Turks, but its weathered linown, 
walls still hold beauty and charm. Its nefecs

more than five hundred people bere, Our 
men tended the vineyards and sold grapes to 
the big wineries in Limassol, The women 
kept the gardens and flocks, and our weaving 
helped us live well, 

“Alter the war wine prices dropped, and 
crops were bad. The people of our village 
had a hard dime. Many of our voung men 
hud served in the British Army and traveled 
to other countries, Not-silished with the sim- 
ple life of Phiti, they began to emigrate. 

“Now nearly two hundred of the men have 
gene abread., Many have taken their wives 
and families. They are in South Africa, Aus- 
tralia, and England, working as farme 
waiters, and cooks, The village lonely, 
and it’s especially hard on the girl 


Emigration an Island Problem 


‘The plight of Phiti, Renos told us as we 
continued our cjrewit of the istand, is typical 
pf many Cyprus villages. Numbers of the 
Younger men are emigrating, We asked Renos 
if he planned to leave his homeland. 

“Never,” he said. "T've been abroad ancl 
seen gther countries, Ud rather live here than 
any place else in the world” 

Cypms may change, but of one thing we 
are sure: the islanders’ hospitality is in no 
danger of dying out. As we stopped in one 
Village after another, we were constantly be- 
sieged by friendly people eager to ke ys 
into their homes for tea, sweetmeats, mealy, 
or wine. 

Cyprus wines have been famous far cen- 
furies, The Crusaders brought Eurepean 
methods of wine raking tn the native vine- 
yurds, and their fameis Commanderia, a 
sweet and heavy dessert wine, is still producer. 
Cypriotes prefer their wine well aged, and 
many islind families offer vintages from bat- 
tles dated 1870 and older. 

Today the wine Industey is a million-dollar 
usiness, Large quantities are exported, and 
thousands of ishincers depend upon their vine~ 
yards for a living. 

The Cypriotes themselves are fond of wine, 
but in moderation. A small glass ar two at 
meais and an occasional topst with w friend 
satisfy the local appetite, 

On thy svuthern coast between Limassol 
and Larnaca we passed an oil derrick. Friends 
had told us that major oil companies hacl sur- 
veyed the island thoroughly and deeirled the 
chances of & strike were too slim to warrant 
drilling, We stopped to investigate, and Renos 
had o long chat with the drilling crew, 

“Local people are digging the well,” he 
teported, “A water diviner who lives near 
here has always believed Cyprus must have 
oil somewhere, Some time ago he fork the 
hazel wand he uses to search for water ani 
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visited Romania. There he studied how his 
divining pod acted when it was over oil fields. 

“He returned here, and insists he got the 
same reaction at this very spot. Local hank 
ers are financing him. ‘The well is down 
nearly 3,000 feet, and geologists say early 
indications are very yond.” 

We wished the drillers luck ane continued 
on to Larnaca, This busy seaport is one 
of the oldest cities on Cyprus. In ancient 
times it was called Chittim; legend says it 
was founded by Rittim, the great-grandson 
of Noah, Here, nceording to Cvpriote tradi- 
tion, Lazarus was buried after his second 
death. 

The saint's body was removed to Constan- 
tinople (Istanbul) after its discovery in the 
9th century, but ihe ancient Church of St. 
Lazarus still stands near the center of the 
moder A magnifi marble sarcopha- 
gus is poitited out as that of Lasarus himself, 

Old Christian churches: are everywhere in 
the but perhaps its most interesting an 
tiquity is the Moslem Tomb of Urm Haram 
{Hala Sultan Tekke), which stands beside 
Salt Lake. Urmm Haram was a relative of 
Mohanimed. She died Ina fall fram a mule 
and was buried on the sppt where she met with 
her accident. Jean and I paid a visit to the 
henutiful mosque which has been erected there. 

Unbellevers are not usually welcomed in 
mosques, so we were surprised when the 
bearded moullah in charge invited us inside. 
First, however, he brought a wi start to 
cover Jean's bure bead, and, ¢ Twas 
wearing shorts, a skirt to conceal my legs. 

Inside, walls were bare ane whitewashed, 
the floor covered with color-rich Oriental rugs. 
Reyerently the mullah led ug to the back of 
the mosque, where two huge pillars of stone 
reached nearly to the roof. Bridging them 
corms the top wis a massive block of stone, 
heavily draped in bright silks, 


Draperies Serve o Purpose 


The top stone, the mullih expltined, was 
not resting on the two pillars; ft was miracte 
lously suspended in the air abowe them. Te 
told us that the two pillars were erected by. 
the faithful immediately after Umm Haram's 
death, on the very spot where she fell. The 
nest night, he added, the top piece appeared, 
miraculously transported from Mecca, and 
hung in the air ever the sacred spot 

"Tam sorry the draperies spoil your view 
of the miracle,” he said, “but those who come 
fo pry might be frightened by the sight of 
the block hanging there with nothing to sup- 
port it, and it has been necessary for us ta 
conceal it” 

From Larnaca we beaded inlind to the 
mountain hamlet pf Lefkara, famous for cen- 
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turies for the magnificent lacework its women- 
folk produce. Its cluster pf dwellings clings 
tu the steep side of a mountain overlooking 
the sea; from the winding road that ap- 
proaches it the first view of blue-walled houses, 
all with red tile rools, a5 breath, taking. 

Lefkara’s streets are paved) with cobble- 
stones and so narrow that our litte car nearly 
touched the houses on cach side. As we passed 
sunny courtyards we saw groups of girs and 
wrmert, tating in age from eight to elghty, 
busily plying needles. In outdoor coffer shops 
sitt their menfolk, exchanging Incal gossip and 
sipping Turkish eofice, 

Men of Loikara were famous travelers, 
Rens told us: Once they journeyed all over 
the world, selling their wives’ handiwork. 
Now 1 local guild handles the sales, and. the 
men have little to do, The women, however, 
keep as busy as ever, 

Rings and eryperors haye eaten banquets 
set un tablecloths mare in this Httle villape. 
Tradition says that Leonardo da Vinci, visit- 
ing the jsland fy the 135th century, took home 
u piece of Tefkara Jace and presented it te 
Milan Cathedral for use as an altar cloth. 

We spent the night in o tiny hotel with a 
single guest room. After supper a townsman 
dalled, introduced himself a= the seenetury 
of the Iuee-vendors’ guild, and asked if he 
would help us, 

“I'd like a picture of the best Incemaker im 
the village,” T said, “imagine she'll be one 
of the older wornen. Td alse like to photo~ 
ghiph the prettiest girl in Lefkara, and an 
attrac child working on lace. Could you 
urramte it?" 

“Come to my house at 9 in the morning,” 
he anid. They will be there.” 

We kopt the appointment and took the 
pictures, When we were through [ thanked 
him for making the arrangements,

“It must have been a bother,” 1 said, “to 


otatall,” he said. “The best lacemaker 
fn Lefkara is my mother, the prettiest girl in 
town is my wife, and the most attractive child 
in the village is my daughter!” 

Before returning to Nicosia we drove to the: 
sand-covered ruins of Salamis. A thousand 
years before Christ, i prosperous eity stood 
here, Its seaport one of the busiest in the 
ancient world, its market place famous for 
the size and heauty of its bulldings and 
monunie 

For hundreds of vears the city was the 
capital of Cyprus, but earthquake, war, and 
revolts left it a mass of ruins, Much of its 
stone went to build the modern city of Fama- 
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gusta. Only broken marble columns, half 
covered by shifting sands, mark the site af 
its former glory. 

In Nicosia we made arrangements for our 
last excursion on the ishind. Twenty-four 
years ago, im 1928, Dr, Maynard Owen Wil- 
liams wrote a story of Cyprus for the Na- 
tiowaL GenewarHic Maczwe®* fn it he 
told of Hélene, a beautiful 12-year-old Greek 
gis] who lived on the Karpas Peninsula in the 
island's northeast cornet. 


Sentimental Journey 


“Let's find Hélene,” Jean suggested, “and 
compare her life today with that which Dr, 
Williams deserited. SheTl be a woman now, 
of course, but we can see how her home and 
way of life differ from those of her mother, 
about whom he wrete,” 

During our own visit, we had heen con- 
tinually astonished at how little change there 
had been in the people's hablis-and customs 
as described hy Dr, Williams, The cities were 
more morlern, it was true. but in the country 
and villages we had found his descriptions 
as fresh and accurate us ff they had been 
written yesterday. 

We hoped to make the drive to Rizokarpaso 
In a morning, but there are too many attrac- 
tions in Cyprus for fas travel, In the village 
af Yislousa we found a family unwinding silk 
from silkworm cocoons, and stopped to watch 
them at work.

Locating Hélene might be an almost hope- 
fess task we thought, but we underestimated 
the local fanie her picture in the NaTIoNaL 
Groorariic Macazier had brought her, En 
the market place of Rizokarpasa, Renos ex- 
pliined our mission to a group of mien 
in front af a coffee house, 

Hélene? She who had been pictured in the 
American magazine? Of course! Everyone 
knew Helene, Directions followed, and in 
a few minutes we stopped in front of a low 
stone house near the edge of the village, 

A tall, handsome woman of middle age came 
to the gate. Renos explained our mission, 
Fora moment she looked startled, (hen gigwled 
like a girl, her face covered by « sudden blush, 

Tn a torrent of Greek she welcomed us, led 
us inside her spotless one-room house, and 
offered ws chairs. Hurrying to 2 cupboard, 
she drew out a worn copy of the Nationat, 
Geoonarnic Macazes® bound in heavy wrap 
ping paper and opened it to the picture taken 
24 years ago, She was Hélene! 

Seven children, hard work in field and home, 
and time had worked their changes (page 64). 
But Hélene's face was still witrm and trang 

**Cnspolled Cyprus" July, 1225, 
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and intelligent, and her délight when Renos 
told her why we bad come seemed to take ten 
years from: her age, 

Tenderly Hélene fingered her copy of the 
old magazine. She looked at the picture of 
herself, young, slim, dresed in a colorful 
Cypriote costume, and surrounded by brilliant 
poppies. Then she looked down at herself, 
arid at her tiny room, with resignation. 

Quickly her animation returned as she told 
us of the local fame the article had brought 
her, and she laughed as she compared herself 
with the picture. She told us we were lucky 
to have come the day we did. Six days a 
week she works in the fields with ber husband, 
Today she had stayed home to bake a week's 
supply of breve, 

The mention of baking brought o star- 
tled look to her face. and she dashed out the 
back dogr, We followed, and found her peer- 
ing anxiously into the little deor of a bechive- 
shaped oven, 

Looking in, we saw the six-foot circle of 
the oven floor covered with golden-brown 
loaves of bread, There were two doven Targe 
plain loaves and thirty or more twisted, coiled, 
and braided shapes (page 635). 

Hélene looked relieved to finel her baking 
safe, drew a sesame-covered loaf from the 
oven, and took it inside for us to shure, 

Her pldest son, 18, had emigrated jo Aus- 
tralia, she suid. The other two boys and her 
four daughters live at home. The oldest is 
14, the voungest a little more than o year, 

“They are being raised as | was,” she said, 
“to hard work and a simple life. In our 
village, life has not changed, This was my 
mother's house, her furniture. These loaves 
are baker! as she baked them, and we till the 
eame fields in the sume way. Life is just as 
it was when Dr. Williams visited us.’" 


Picture Brought Marriage Proposal 


“That story he wrote nearly got me In 
trouble.” she laughed. “Five years after it 
was published, a. year after | was married, a 
letter came from a young man in America.

In Vialousa we found the silkworkers’ home, 
8 whitewashed stone cottage set on a hillside, 
We were greeted by the family’s 22-year-old 
daughter, who invited us into the cozy single 
room and offered us the traditional Cypriote 
refrechment of preserved fruit and a gluss of 
water {pige 633), 

Our hostess was not in the least embarrassed 
by the fact that there were not enough forks 
to go around. She waited until those served 
first were finished. then washed the forks and 
offered them to the others. 


Brides Furnish Linens for a Lifetime 


She showed us heavy halts of hand-woven 
silks and a huge chest at one end of the room, 
her own hope chest, A Cypriote bride, she 
told us, tries to bring ber husband enough cloth 
to last out their years together—all the sheets, 
household linens, and materials for her own 
and her family's clothing. The. material was 
beautiful; the embroidery and other handwork 
exquisite. 

As we chatted we gazed through the open 
doorway at a rural scene of rare beauty, 
mountains, olive trees, golden fields af grain, 
flocks of sheep, and the blue sea in the back~ 
ground. We were thinking what a wonderful 
life was hers when suidenly she told us that 
she planned to emigrate to England and seck 
work as a chambermuid, 

“There is nothing here for me,” she said 
“Tam 22 and will have a reasonable dowry, 
but there is no one here for me to marry. 
Both my brothers have emigrated, so there 
is no one with whom 1 can attend public 
affairs, Most of the young men hive gone 
abroad, A girl must marry, and now there is 
no hope of that here, So T must go abroad," 

Helene's son gone to Australia; how this 
girl coing to London, , , . Much of the story 
of Cyprus had been told in those two examples. 

Tt is a story of people struggling to keep 
their own peaceful way of life but-subjected 
to forces greater than they can resist. Yet, 
in village and farm, they have kept the simple 
virtues—irugality, hard work, honesty, and 
hospitulity—which make the island such an 
idyllic place, 

Whenever I think of Cyprus I like to re- 
member an incident that oped when we 
visited Roxandra, the woman of Phiti. I tried 
to pay her for our lunch, but she refused. 

“Vint should be careful," [ joked, “The 
National Geographic Society has 2,000,000 
members, and if [write that you give lunches 
free, they may all come and visit vou."

This Leisurely Armored Reptile Takes Everything 
in Its Slow Stride but the Automobile

strolling wlong a narrow stream. Near 

the bank is a half-submerged log on 
which are scattered huli a dozen dark, rounded 
knobs. 

As you approach, these knobs detach them- 
selves, stide into the water, and swim away. 
You have just disturbed a group of fresh- 
water turtles basking in the sun, 

‘Or you are weeding the tomate bed after 
a summer rain—and suddenly a lump of dirt 
at your feet rises and waddles off. 

The muddy coating-all but hides the yel- 
low-and-hlack shell of @ box turtle. You see 
his bright eye cocked at you before he dis- 
appears under the deeper foliage of your 
lettuce patch. 

Again, you ure cutting early roses when 
you notice a slight commotion in the Joose 
soil near the roots, As you watch, a tiny 
clawed hand appears, and then another, wag- 
ing 4 life-and-death strugule against the small 
pebbles. and Joam, 

Finally a baby turtle lifts himself free of 
the encumbering é¢arth, pauses g moment to 
blink at his first bright look at the day, then 
instinctively seeks cover under the nearest 
Teaf or bit of bark. 


In the Turtle's Grass-roots World 


Except for such casual contacts as these, 
the one who wears his house on his back is 
not too well known to many of us. Let us, 
therefore, enter in imagination the world of 
the grass roots and observe a box turtle 
(page 676) for am entire doy, 

‘The morning has been cool, for it ts early 
June, but as the sun rises higher the heat 
increases. Under a loose covering of ak 
leaves where she burrowed the night before, 
a female box turtle feels in her muscles the 
mowing warmth of the dimbing sun, Soon 
she is able to shoulder through the leaves 
to a sunlit spot, 

Cold acts as a paralyzing agent om turtles 
and all other reptiles. Body heat of these 
“cold-blooded” creatures varies with that of 
their surroundings, instead of being regulated 
to stay ut a fixed high temperature, as in 
mammals and birds, If you find a turtle early 
in the morning when the air is cool, you will 
notice that its skin is cold to the touch, its 
movements slow and lethargic. 

After warming up a while in the sun, 


QO: a warm day in late spring, you are 


Madame Turtle begins to think about lunch. 
She spies a few mushrooms ond takes several 
Nips. 

A turtle has no teeth, so cannot chew, But 
the etiges of the jaws are sharp and covered 
with heavy, horny tissue. The lower jaw fits 
dasely inside the upper one, Their closing 
shears off a bite of food, which is then swal- 
lowed whole. 

As our turtle pushes on through the leaves, 
she uncovers some earthworms and deyours 
thers greedily. 

At a spring she takes'a drink, for turtles 
are thirsty cresitures, She wades right in, and, 
when partly submerged, stretches out her neck 
and slightly opens her mouth, letting the water 
pour in, ‘The ihraat may be seen to expand 
and contract as the muscles carry the tiquid 
into her stomach. 

After drinking a few spoonfuls, the turtle 
heaves herself out of the water; she suddenly 
has something else on her mind. In some 
hazy cell of ber slow-moving reptilian. brain 
there may lurk a blurred inemory of her some- 
what less than tempestuous love affair of the 
past sunimer. 

A handsome yellow male turtle with bright 
ted eves had met her feeding on a grassy hill 
side when the mating instinct was at its peak. 
At first be had merely followed her as she 
moved through the grass: then he had begun 
to make litthe bites at her neck and lees to 
stop her, putting his forefeet on her back. 

After mating, the two had wandered apart 
From the scene of ber brief romance, she hid 
resumed her bunt for food, 


Spring Ends « Deathlike Sleep 


All winter she had hibernated in the ground 
under a tree, having buried herself several 
inches deep in the soit leaf mold, well below 
the frost line Respiration had almost ceased 
during her long sleep; her metabolism slowed 
nearly to a staneletill, and for six months, 
while snow and ice covered the earth above 
her, she neither ate nor moved, and seemed as 
if dead, 

The warm rains of April penetrated to her 
sleeping place, and one day when the sun had 
Jain with particular warmth an her coverlet 
of leaves, she hoisted herself out of her trench 

During the winter hibernation, the eggs 
which she carrled had barely continued to 
grow, but as she fed ravenously in these first 
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ery shell which can be dented but not tom 
easily when recently Jaid. As incubation 
proceeds, the ege rapidly absorbs water. 
‘The shell is distended and finally riptured 
by this rapid water absorption, aided by the 
Young turile’s kicking legs.

A Beady-cyed Baby Meets. the World 


Now comes the greatest struggle of all. 
‘The tiny, newly hatched creature, weighing 
only a fraction af an ounce, must force i its way 
upward through several inches of close-packed 
soil anid drifting leaves. 

‘Let us assume that the struggle is success 
ful. A fine beady-eyed baby turtle as large 
around as a 25-cent piece emerges. 

The youngster pushes his way manfully 
over straws ane sticks ta a quiet hiding place: 
uncler a piece of hark, where he cun wecustom 
himself to this big new world of his. There 
he stays for several days, until the egg yolk 
stored as fond in his litte body is exhausted 
and the soft suture on his lower shell, through 
which the yolk once nourished him, 
hardened (page 670), 

The first food of this young box turtle and 
his brothers and sisters probably will be small 
earthworms, As the youngsters grow, they 
may sample a fallen blnekberty, a slug, a 
Pitce of green clover, a toadstool, or even a 
dead field mouse, for box turtles are prac 
tically omnivorous, 

Instinct tells the young turtles that in turn 
they would make a good meal for almost any 
camivorous animal Accordingly, they hide 
ull during their early lifes seldom can they 
be found without yery careful searching in 
the underbrush, 

By the end of five years, the turtle has a 
shell length of about five inehes and, is mature, 
By this time he has become relatively fearless 
because of the strong fortress provided by his 
shell, 

The box turtly’s lower shell is hinged across 
the center and has powerful closing: muscles 
fore and aft, When its owner is attacked by 
some hungry animal, he can draw his head, 
arms, and Jes completely inside, close the 
lower part tightly against the upper shell, anc 
wit siege until the attacker tires. 

During: strawberry time, the turtle gorges 
on fresh fruit and often becomes so fat that 
he Cannot completely clos his shell, no matter 
how much you may tickle him. If a wolf had 
him, instead of a friendly human, he might 
pay for his greediness with his life. 

The shell of the bax turtle and certain other 
Temperate Zone spécirs serves also as a record 
of growth, at least in early years. 
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When box turtles are hatched, each has 15 
squurish plates arranged in Uhree rows on the 
upper shell, or carapace, bordered by 25 
smaller marginal ones. Growth takes place 
around the edges of these plates. 

The cessation of growth cused by winter's 
hibernation is marked-around every plate by 
an encircling depression, Counting the deep- 
est "rings," of channels of growth, from the 
center to the margin of any scale, gives the 
turile’s age 

Occasionally in summers of severe drought, 
tyrtles are forced to estivaie—bury them- 
selves in the mud at the bottom of a pond 
or ditch until the welcome rains come again. 
Vs the drought lasts long, the turtle fasts, 
growth stops, and a ring is formed on the 
scales of the shell ‘ 

The summer ring is seldom as deep as the 
winter one, however, since the drought-forced 
resting period is usually much shorter than 
the all-winter hibernation. 

Growth takes pluce also.on the margins of 
the lower shell, or plastron, but since these 

markings become worn by the turtle's travels, 
seldom are complete there, 
ie Continue to grow after reiching 
maturity, although at a slower rate, 

As a result of crawling under things, a 
very old turie is often worn as smooth above 
ae below; so its age can only be guessed, 
Eighty years is believed to be a ripe old age 
for a box turtle, although seme authorities 
think they may exceed the century mark! 


Lunch at the Cafeteria 


Box turtles have 4 well-established itinerary 
over the few acres they select for their home, 
This has been ingeniously demonstrated by 
attaching a spool of thread to the turtle’s 
back with a little harness, fastening the free 
end of the thread, and following the trail a 
it unwinds. 

Cuptive bos turtles soon leam a feeding 
routine. T once kept pet turtles In an enclosed 
court in the United States National Museum 
at Washington, D, C., feeding them frult, to- 
matoes, and bread every noon. Although the 
natural plant growth of the grassy enclosure 
provided adequate food, it was not Jong be- 
fore they were waiting ‘for me at lunchtime 
near the flat stone where | spreacl their tidbits.

Pet stores stock tt 
commoner pond: turtles and sell them 
aquariums.

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In combating this deficiency disease, it

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Virginia to northern Florida and southeastern 
Alabama (page 675). 

Although somewhat like the young ‘Troost’ 
turtle, this handsome fellow has a wide yellow 
patch behind the eye and Jacks the red color 
on the neck. which is striped with yellow and 
black. ‘The adult has a shell nearly eleven 
Inches long and mwy weigh eight and a half 
pounds, 

The omnivorous appetite of the yellow- 
bellied makes it easy to keep ac a pet Tt 
seems to be a scavenger, for it is one of the 
few turtles which have inercased in number 
in spite of pollution of rivets by sewnge. 

‘The most widely distributed turtles in the 
United States are the painted turtles of the 
genus Cheysemys, one or another of the four 
recognized yaricti¢s is known in practically 
every State enst of the Rocky Mountains. 

The western puinted turtle (Chrysemys 
belli belli) is the largest member of its group; 
on record is one with a carapace nearly ten 
inches long. The margins of its lustrous blue 
black shell are handsomely marked with retl 
and yellow concentric rings. 

‘The western painted is known to have lived 
more than ten years in captivity, Usually it 
will accept food from one’s hands, but prefers 
to swallow it under water, 

For the eastern painted turtle (Chrysemys 
picta picta) soven inches seems to be the 
maximum shell leagth (opposite page). It 
inhabits the Atlantic Coastal Plain from Long 
Island, New York, to Jacksonville, Florida, 
and can endure the brackish tial water in 
marshes near the ocean. 

The central painted turtle (Chrysemys 
belli maryinata) also makes a long-lived pet 
(page 675). Tt readily uccepts meal worms, 
earthworms, raw fish, and meat, as well as 
tender vegetables, if placed in the water 
beside it. 

Smallest of the four is the southern painted 
turile (Chryscatys pictu dorsalis). 


The Diamondback a Delicacy 


Diamondback turtles (genus Mulaclems) 
dwell along our coasts from Massachusetts to 
Texas and are economically important, as 
well as being among our handsomest species. 
‘The upper shell is deeply etched by growth 
rings and has a central keel running down 
the back. The shell resembles fine carving. 

Because the adult’s flesh is a highly es- 
teemed delicacy, turtle hatcheries were es- 
tablished early in this century near Chesa- 
peake Bay, and later ot Beaufort, North 
‘Carolina (pages 668 andl 669). Turtles of 
breeding size are kept in pens until eggs are 
\aied—seven to 23 ina clutch, averaging arnund 
twelve pec female. Eggs are then transferred 
to hatching boxes until the young omerge.

Newly hatehed young-are just over an inch 
Jong and light olive to dark brown in color, 
with black concentric lines within the scales, 
Often their wide upper “lip'—the margin 
‘of the uppet jaw—is paler than the rest of the 
head, giving them a clownish look. 

Winter-fed young in captivity snow during 
the time when they would normally hibernate 
and accordingly are bigger and more vigorous 
than those that sleep the winter away. 

Females are ready to breed when they 
reach a length of five and a half Inches, usu- 
ally at the age of five, but often much later. 

The maximum size of the Carolina variety 
is slightly over seven inches, Since the 
miles seldom exceed five inches, they are 
of Tittle commercial importance. 

The northern diamondback (Malaclemys 
centrate concentrice) inhabits the Atlantic 
coast from Cape Cod to Cape Hatteras (op- 
posite page). There it intergraces with the 
closely related southern form. 


Lazy Turtles Sun in Layers 


The common map turtle (Graptemys geo- 
graphica) Is known all the way from the 
Lawrence River and the southern shores 0 
the Great Lakes down the Mississippi Valley 
to Missouri, Kentucky, and Arkansas (op- 
posite page). Shell markings like map con- 
tour Hines account for its name, It is exceed- 
ingly wary, and takes quickly to the deepest 
part of the stream if alarmed, 

On sunny days hordes of these turtles may 
he seen sunning themselves on rock ledges, 
mud banks, or logs. Sometimes they pile 
up two or three deep, the lowest layer ap- 
parently not objecting to being crawled over. 

A map turtle at rest is one of the laaiest 
sights imaginable. lis hind feet stick o1 
straight backward, and the forefeet are equally 
relaxed in front, one of them sometimes pil- 
lowing the heavy bead. 

In addition ta a sharp cutting edge, the 
jaws of map turtles ore provided with wide 
crushing surfaces, so that adults can get at 
the soft parts of large mollusks such as clams, 
Crayfish and aquatic insects are also devoured. 

‘The Mississippi map turtle (Graptemeys 
Pseudogeographica) is another of the clown- 
faced turtles. Here, however, the decoration 
is a sinuous yellow hulf-circle on the side of 
the head behind the eve, plus numerous wavy 
light markings on jaw and neck (page 675). 

‘The central scales of the upper shell are 
curiously keeled and pointed posteriorly, 
while the marginal shields suggest the fluted 
carvings of some oriental master. Ten inches 
seems to be the maximum length attained by 
adult females. Weight rms up to four pounds. 

In northern Winois this turtle's taworite 
places for hibernation ore muskrat houses. 
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Sensible Desert Tortoises Venture Out in Midday Sun Only on Mild Days 
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Nature’s Tank, the Turtle 


Its food habits inderge a. great change dur- 
ing growth, Newly hatched young are mostly 
cami nus, feeding on small snails, insect 
larvae, and worms. The adult is chiefly 
herbivorous, dining om the roots, stems, and 
leaves of aquatic plants, with an occasional 
crayfish or other honvegetarian delicacy, 

Among the commonest of turtles found east 
of the Mississippi is the musk turtle (Sterne- 
therts odoratus), which ranges as fat north 
as southeastern Canada (page G74), Dywell- 
ing in muddy ditches, streams, and lakes, the 
musk turtle crawls over the mud, hunting 
worms, insects, mollusks, crayfish, minnows, 
and tadpoles, It is scarcely aver five inches 
Jong and weighs barely half w pound, 

‘The lower shell is small compared with that 
of most water turtlts, leaving much more of 
the bases of arms und fegs exposed. Perhaps 
this turtle's bacl temper and readiness to bite 
compensaté for its Inck of bony protection. 
Its life expectancy as a pet is good, one having 
lived 23 years in captivity. 

‘Nesting habits of the musk wre more irresu- 
Ine thin these af most other turtles. Some- 
times the exge are laid on the bare ground 
and left uncovered: often they are deposited 
under a lag or on tep of a stump. A single 
female lays two tp seven eggs, but many 
more are often found close together, for these 
turtles tend to be gregariws at nesting time, 

The baby musk turtle looks like 1 mechan- 
ical toy as it kicks with its tiny feet, Irying 
to escape from your fingers, Its shell, high 
and ridged, is minutely and delicately formed, 
though neyer brightly eolored, As growth 
progresses, the shell flattens and widens, losing 
its miniature beauty. 


His Name Is Mud 


The common mud turtle (Kinesterwon 
sulirrirum) is related to the musk, but is 
usually less ameressive, Where their ranges 
overlap, they ate frequently found together 
in the same pond (page 674). 

‘The mud turtle is found from Connecticut 
alung the coastal plain to Florida and inland; 
close relatives live in Alabama, all the Guli 
States, und north to Missourt, 

Mud turtle hatchlings are brown, aitrac- 
tively spotted with yellow on the neck and 
along the sides of the shell. As pets they 
readily agcept earthworms and finely chopped 
meat Very alert, they swim about the 
aquarium as if propelled by a wound-up 
spring, They live a long time in captivity 
$ years in one instance, 

A full-grown mtd turtle measures only a 
{rifle over four imches in length, ‘The lower 
shell, or plastron, is much wider than that of 
the musk turtle and protects the soft parts of 
the body much better 
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Both mud and musk turtles have binged 
plastrons, which enable them to close the 
shell partially, somewhat in the manner of 
the box turtle (page 667). 

Food preferences of this mur) turtle in the 
will state have scarcely been investigated, 
while its reproductive habits are known from 
only a few scittered observations, Its musky 
odor prevents its use as food by human belngs. 

The spotted turtle (Clemmys ywttata), 
very common in the eastern United States and 
readily found in sluggish streams, hogs, und 
ditches, likewise needs study, especially as 
to its hibernating habits In different regions 
(page 674). Thus far the earliest record for 
its appearance is March 2. in southeastern 
New York State, and it apparently remains 
active until November. 

Tt ts surprising to note how many deserip- 
tine of some of our commonest reptiles con- 
clude with the words, “Nothing is known 
about its habits.” Turtle study could well 
become a project for amateur biology stu- 
dents of all ages,

almost anything, it prefers berries, fallen 
fruit, tender plants, ancl mushrooms, It 
makes av intelligent pet and is surprisingly 
agile; it cam climb out of a shallow box with 
ehse. 

Although the voices of mast turttles ate at 
most & slight squeak. or sigh, the wood turtle 
makes 4 whistling call audible thirty or forty 
feet sway. 

The part of our country lying west of the 
Recky Mountains is much less rich in rurtle 
species than the central ane eastern parts. 
‘The Pacific pond turtle (Clemmess sarna- 
rate), found from southern Culifornia to 
Oregon, is the only fresh-water turtle native 
to our west coast. In spite of extensive trap- 
ping fer its delicious meat, this species re- 
mains faitly abundant. 

The desert tortoise (Gopherus apgassisil) 
lives in the desert regions af southeastern 
California and in parts of Nevada, Utah, 
Arivona, andl notthern Mexico, Ita thick 
shell and the heavy overlapping scales on the 
outer side of iis arms and legs make it elmost 
impervious to attack (opposite page). 

The upper shell of a large male is about 
thirteen inches Ing. nearly hemispherical in 
shupe, std sculptured attractively with 
growth channels paralleling the outlines of 
each scale

T MIDNIGHT, just 22 hours ont of 
Esbjerg, Denmark, the refrigerated 
fish truck reached the German-Dutch 

frontier. Its two drivers, stopping to change 
a leaky tire, grinmer) at seven yonthfal hitch- 
hikers emerging from an incredibly tiny and 
bulging roadside tent, 

But the hitchers jn turn had cause to grin 
when they behold, criwling stiffly from a nar- 
row shelf behind the driver's seat, the aston- 
ishing spectacle of—Erica and me! 

My whole body was numb from the doy 
and night of relentless highballing across Ger- 
many, and Erica felt about the same, 

But, looking back, we agree thot the 530- 
mile “hitch” from Esbjerg to Britssels ( Brux- 
elles), sandwiched between two Danes and. 
our rucksacks, an overheated engine, and 15 
fons of jved shellfish in trick and taller, was 
something we wouldn't have missed. [t was 
a typical part of our thumbs-up adventure— 
a determined plan to make a Grand (if inex- 
pensive) Tour by guing whetever the Fates 
should send us, by whatever pumpkin coach 
those Fates provided, 


Two Thousand Miles in a Month 


As it tired ott, we covered tye thousand 
miles through a golden autumn month round 
the North Sea's rim (map, page 088). The 
Fotes—personified by strong, helpful males— 
were kind to two young ladies with enormous 
rucksarks, And everywhere we went a vast 
community of fellow hitchers made us welcome 
—yvyoung people seeing Europe on their wits, a 
thumbs-up generation. 

TL oll began at tea one lazy London Sunday 
with a diseussion of hiliday plins, Erica and 
T were lamenting that pound-sterling restric- 
tions and high transport costs put a shatp 
brake on continental travel, 

The nest thing we knew we had tuken up 
& iriend's provocative dare: “Why not go 
down to the Prospect of Whitby and find a 
skipper who'll let you work your way?” 

So there we were, on an East End Saturday 
night, in the Prospect, famous old water-front 
pub, smiling our best.at potential skippers who 
might want a pair of lady deckhands 

The breeze was cool om the balcony over- 
hunging the river and brought an occasional 
heavenly whiff of cinnamon from a near-by 
warehouse. 


Tt was pleasant hut unrewarding. Neither 
that night nor_any of the seoceeding night= 
did we find the rigit captain, 

Very well, if the captains wouldn't come to 
us, we would go to them. On @ hot moming 
we took the bus which dives beneath the 
Thames through Rotherhithe Tunnel, to wane 
der through the watery acres of Surrey Docks. 

Perhaps to other portsa lady cin ge right 
up to a ship and talk to the captain: in Lon 
don—thanks ty extensive pillering of caryoes 
in the 18th ¢ontury—one caust first yet past 
a bobby at the gate. We dirin'y, 

However, our bobby was nice. 

“Some of the Scandinavian lines do carry 
stewardesses,” he smiled. “Go talk 10 their 
agents.” 

Hitchhiking by Freighter 

To make a long, long story short. we 
ultimately found » Swedish Lloyd agent as 
willing us we to tike « care, One. of his 
sinaller freighters needed a captiin’s boy on 
the single trip from Landon to Giteborg, 
Sweden, He took us instead, That agent will 
be mentioned in our wills! 

Picture to yourself two young women pack- 
ing tucksacks for a month of foat-louse 
(travel on 48 howrs' notice. Tn imagination, 
the straps already bit into our shoulders, and 
we scanned each item with critical eve. Would 
a jar of face cream be worth its weight when 
fh cars? Vou bring toothpaste and 
Tl take tileum, 

We planned, once we reached the Continent, 
to stay in youth hostels—called vawdrarkem in 
Swedish, avierges de da jeunesse in French. 
wisdonisherberg in Danish and Norwegian, 
gastejo parla jamularo in Esprranto—difierent 
languages, but the same warm hospitality and 
inexpensive good felluwship everywhere. 

With approximately $30,000. menthers, ‘the 
voluntary, nonprofit-making Youth Hostels 
Assitiation movement has spread te some two 
dozen nations 3 years. Its fundamental 
aim is to help teach, especially to young 
people, knowledge and Jove of the countryside.

Unlike moat folk dresses, the Fang variety 
is unirelievedly somber 1 697).

Married women leave 
the outer button over one breast undone. We 
were told that the razor-sharp pleats are 
achieved by a yearly steaming in the village 
baker's oven, 

With history at our fingertips we could brace 
the changing trade of the Eland shipping 
through the stuff of grandmother's and great- 
grandmothers skirts. Sone of the blouses 
had buttons of amber. This was one nf Den- 
mark's earliest exports and still is washed up 
on Fang's beaches by storms from certain 
quarters. 

As in New England, the household treasures 
were pieces of old English china brought home 
by sailor bushands: willowware, luster, and 
Spode. We gasped when a casually opened 
pantry door revealed pieces a connoisseur 
would envy, 


‘Church Was Haven from Storms 


AL Siiderho, the island's other village, we 
saw a clothesline of fish hung out to dry, 
‘These the islanders eat right down to, and 
including, the last hone. 

A picturesque backwater today. Seinderhy 
once boasted seven shipyards and a fleet of 
150 sail. Ship models hanging from the beams. 
of the parish church were whitded owt on long 
voyages and presented by saikirmen as tokens 
of gratitude for safe return (page £96), The 
I8th-century church, with its sky-hlue pews 
and glinting brass, was built large enough to 
house every fat in the village in case of 
storm-driven high water. 

Back in Esbjerg, Carl Hansen, who hud 
been a-wonderful guide at the fish auction, in- 
sisted we visit his netmaking shop, Ropy and 
tarry and full of seamen's “spare paris,” it 
was, T think, the most photogenic place in 
Denmark. Erica said it made her camera feel 
food just to look at it. 

Then hand in hand, or arm in arm, he led 
us around the harbor to friends’ shops—to the 
tlacksmith, forging a ship's anchor, and to the 
boathuilding yards, where backbones and 
frames for fishing boats were growing on the 
stocks. - 

There was great secrecy about the names 
of the embrvo vessels. ermen believe that 
revealing the chosen name before luneching 
brings bad tuck.

Magnifying Glasses for Art Lovers 


At the Hospice de St. Jeam, Hans Memling’s 
masterpiece, the Reliquary of St. Ursula, is 
exhibited In the former medieval chapter room. 
The Flemish artists of his period were all noted 
for their fine detail, and attendants now hand 
out 8-Inch magnifying glasses so that art lovers 
can minutely examine each facet of illumina- 
tion on this chapel-shaped ¢hest about 3.by 1 
by 244 feet in size. 

We had to walk fora full mile out of Brugge, 
Nevertheless, we reached Nieuwpoort about 5 
in the afternoon, having trampet! southwest 
along beaches that saw much fighting in both 
World Wars. 

Two Belgian hostelers materialized from 
nowhere just us we were wondering what to do 
next. 

“You looking for a hostel?” they called, ex- 
pluining that the nearest one still open was 
at Dunkirk (Dunkerque), 20 miles on. 

“And the last bus for Dunkirk leaves in 
five minutes,” said one, grabbing me by the 
wrist. The pther seized Erica, and together 
they dragged us and our packs pell-mell to the 
bus. i of us boarding just as the wheels began 
to roll, 

At the French frontier we meckly pulled 
out our unstamped passports, expecting a 
spluttering, at ug, hair-pulling session 
in the best Gallic style; hut the official didn’t 
ever turn the pages. Our mental picture of 
seniling posteart’s home from jail collapsed, 

But the bus conductor made a half-hour 
ritual of guiding us to the Dunkirk hostel 

First of all, he very gallantly presented us 
with a candy bar. Erica, in turn, presented 
him with her last pack of British cigarettes, 

He told us how sad [t was—the driver had 
received word of a death in the family. We 
agreed it was sad indeed. 
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He said Dunkirk was a big place, larger 
than we would think, We waited. But he, 
the bus conductor, would know just what the 
young Indies should do. He would write down 
an address for us, He did, then took us to 
the car-stop and pot us on 9 tram, 

Soom we were presenting ourselves as ci- 
tected at the prefabricated Aide Américaine 
building. Throwgh the open windows cate a 
strange caterwauling. We looked at each 
other, A harassed nurse emerged and shook 
her head, She was sorey, but Aide Amér- 
taine was for the care of infants, not people 
our size, whether Américaitie of not, 

Hostel hunting round Dunkirk after dark 
was like plunging headfirst into an unknown 
pool. We would start down what we thought 
was a street ane find ourselves teetering an 
the edge of a cellar hole where a bomb or shell 
had crashed through the fagade of house 
fronts. In. places the streets themselves 
seemed to disappear in shapeless rabble. 

‘We were delighted to settle for a one-family, 
very French, hotel-café whose proprietress kad 
marvelous time cooking her specialties for us, 

Neat morning we bad 1 good look at the 
battering Dunkirk had received: worse, it 
seemed to me, than Hamburg (page 702). 

Here, overlgoking Dunkirk’s tragedy-torn, 
harbor, the Fates decided to wash their hands 
of us. A ergss-Channel ship bound for Dover 
was tating at the quay; and glancing at its 
nostalgic name, Twickenham Ferry, we sud- 
denly found we were in a terrific hurry to get 
huck to woolly old sit-by-the-fire London, 


Lost Within Sight of Home 


At Dover, o couple from the ferry gave us 
a lift in their car. 

Se—we gat lost, really Jost, for the first 
time in one month and two thousand miles, 
well within the glow of London’s Fights, It 
seemed our “friends” had merely wanted ty 
pump uson how their teen-aze daughter showkd 
start out on her first hitchhiking experition, 
About 10 pum. they decided London wasa't on 
their way home at all, and plumped us down 
in an Essex cornfield, 

We had a frantic two-hour cross-country 
vace to reach London's underground before it 
ht. I caught the Inst 
tube home; but Erica wasn't so lucky. She 
tue 10 wait-another hour for a sulsyrham train, 
‘To pass the time, she says, she started telling 
the station guard about our trip.
